Obama signals he 
won’t fire anyone for 
airline security lapse 


Washington 

President Obama on Thursday 
accepted personal responsibility for 
what he called a “systemic failure” 
by government agencies to detect 
an attempt to bomb a U.S. airliner 
on Christmas Day, saying that “the 
buck stops with me,” as he outlined 
additional measures to improve 
U.S. intelligence capabilities and 
enhance aviation security. 

In a 12-minute speech at the 
White House, Obama said he has 
ordered the intelligence communi- 
ty to assign specific responsibility 
for investigating all leads on high- 
priority terrorist threats, distrib- 
ute intelligence reports more rap- 
idly and widely, do a better job of 
integrating available intelligence 
and improve criteria for adding 
people to a “no-fly” list. 

Saying he was “less interested 
in passing out blame” than in fix- 
ing the problem, Obama echoed 
the renowned words of president

Harry S. Truman, who kept a sign 
on his desk that read, “The Buck 
Stops Here.” Obama declared. 


“Ultimately, the buck stops with 
me. ... When the system fails, it is 
my responsibility.” 


But he warned against suc- 
cumbing “to a siege mentality” that 
sacrifices America’s open society 
and liberties, which he said was a 
goal of the al-Qaeda terrorists. 

“So long as I am president, we 
will never hand them that victory,”

EPA proposes tough 
limits that will have 
impact around U.S. 

Washington 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency on Thursday proposed lim- 
iting the allowable amount of pollu- 
tion-forming ozone in the air from 
75 to between 60 and 70 parts per 
billion for any eight-hour period, 
tightening rules the Bush adminis- 
tration had set for the nation’s most 
widespread air pollutant. 

The smog proposal would help 
determine the quality of the air 
Americans will breathe for at least 
a decade. Under the Clean Air Act, 
the federal government must reex- 
amine every five years whether its 
ozone standards are adequate, but 
it traditionally takes more than 10 
years to enact new rules. 

The final target that the Obama 
administration adopts will have 
huge implications for the regula- 
tions state and local officials will 
have to set to meet the new require- 
ments.

EU mulls ordering 
nations to upgrade 
their airport security 

Brussels 

European nations were sharply 
divided Thursday over the need to 
install full-body scanners at Euro- 
pean airports, with some EU mem- 
bers playing down the need for 
beefed-up security measures. 

But the EU indicated Thurs- 
day it may force nations to comply 
while at the same time addressing 
concerns over privacy, data pro- 
tection and health issues arising 
from their use. 

Italy on Thursday joined the 
United States, Britain and the 
Netherlands as nations who have 
announced plans to install the 
scanners following a Nigerian 
man’s reported attempt to blow 
up a U.S. airliner flying from 
Amsterdam to Detroit on Christ- 
mas Day. 

Washington is seeking 
enhanced security measures on 
all trans-Atlantic flights head- 
ing for the United States. That’s 
a huge task, however, since Euro- 
pean airports carry thousands of 
passengers on over 800 flights 
a day across the lucrative North 
Atlantic route.

Iraq Bombings 
Kill at Least Eight 


Baghdad 

Five explosions that mostly target- 
ed law enforcement officials ripped 
through a city in Iraq’s Anbar prov- 
ince Thursday morning, killing at 
least eight people and injuring at 
least 10 others. 

Security forces imposed a cur- 
few before dawn in the small city of 
Hit, about 120 miles west of Bagh- 
dad, as they searched for two poten- 
tial suicide bombers they believed 
to be in the city, a police spokes- 
man said. 

The homemade bombs that 
struck the homes of Hit’s deputy 
police chief, two counter-terrorism 
police officials and a lawyer came 
just one week after twin explosions 
killed at least 24 people in Anbar 
and ripped off the hand of provin- 
cial Gov. Kassim Mohammed Fah- 
dawi. They also follow a series of 
some 40 assassinations in the prov- 
ince that primarily have targeted 
politicians, police officers, tribal 
chiefs and religious figures. 

The explosions underscore fears 
that, as U.S. troops begin to with- 
draw from Iraq, the province’s frag-

Under the Weather 


A rare outbreak of Arctic air unleashes one of the harshest winters in memory 


Weather 

Beijing had its coldest morning 
in almost 40 years and its big- 
gest snowfall since 1951. Britain 
is suffering through its longest 
cold snap since 1981. And freez- 
ing weather is gripping the Deep 
South, including Florida’s orange 
groves and beaches. 

Whatever happened to glob- 
al warming? 

Such weather doesn’t seem to fit 
with warnings from scientists that 
the Earth is warming because of 
greenhouse gases. But experts say 
the cold snap doesn’t disprove glob- 
al warming at all — it’s just a blip in 
the long-term heating trend. 

So what is going on? 

“We basically have seen just a 
big outbreak of Arctic air,” accord- 
ing Gerald Meehl, a senior scientist 
at the National Center for Atmo- 
spheric Research in Boulder, Colo. 
“The Arctic air has really turned 
itself loose on us.” 

In the atmosphere, large riv- 
ers of air travel roughly west to 
east around the globe between the 
Arctic and the tropics. This air- 
flow acts like a fence to keep Arc- 
tic air confined. 

But recently, this airflow has 
become bent into a pronounced zig- 
zag pattern, meandering north and 
south. If you live in a place where it 
brings air up from the south, you 
get warm weather. But in the east- 
ern United States, like some other 
unlucky parts of the globe, Arctic 
air is swooping down. 

The weather hasn’t let up all

week. Five-straight days of dou- 
ble-digit subzero low tempera- 
tures, including negative-195 were 
recorded by the National Weath- 
er Service office in Chanhassen, 
Minn., a Twin Cities suburb. In 
Bowbells, in northwestern North 
Dakota, the wind chill hit 52-below 
zero Thursday morning. 

“The air freezes your nostrils, 
your eyes water and your chest 
burns from breathing — and that’s 
just going from the house to your 
vehicle,” said Jane Tetrault, the 
Burke County deputy auditor. 

At least 15 deaths this year have 


been blamed on the cold and icy, 
snow-covered roads. An 88-year- 
old woman died of hypothermia 
in her unheated Chicago home, 
an Alzheimer’s sufferer died after 
wandering into his yard in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and a homeless man 
was found dead in a tent in South 
Carolina, authorities said.

The District is still losing African 
American residents, according to 
new census estimates released 
Thursday, while the number of 
whites and every other census- 
tracked minority has risen. 

The city remains a majority 
African American city, though the 
numbers and percentage slipped 
in every year between 2000 and 
2008. About 54 percent of the city 
is African American and 40 percent 
is white, the census figures show. 
At the beginning of the decade, the 
city was 61 percent black and 34 
percent white. 

In raw numbers, the District lost 
about 27,000 black residents and 
gained about 40,000 whites. Asians 
now are 4 percent of the population, 
up from 3 percent in 2000, while 
Hispanics have risen from about 8

Patriots quarterback Tom Brady 
found it amusing this week when 
asked whether he gets preferential 
treatment from NFL referees.

The Maryland Terrapins practiced 
Tuesday, but Gary Williams want- 
ed a game. 

This is no time for a bye, the 
21-year coach said. Not when your 
most experienced team in years has 
struggled for two months to play 
with any consistency. Not now, 
when the team is on the verge of 
opening conference play in one of 
the nation’s toughest leagues. 

“We’ve been up and down so far 
this year,” Williams said. “There’s 
plenty to do [in practice]. That’s 
not the problem. It’s just that you’d 
like to see a game in here around 
Wednesday rather than having six 
days off before you play.” 

The Terrapins (9-4) bounced 
back from a disappointing loss to 
William & Mary last week with a 
convincing win at North Caroli- 
na-Greensboro on Sunday.

In Washington, the story of Gilbert 
Arenas and his guns is yet another 
in a long line of sports embarrass- 
ments in a town that has a tough 
time finding winners.

Thanks to the lively, 
“Myspace or yours?” design blo- 
gosphere — with its virtual tours 
of swank condos and debates on 
Eames chairs — there are more free 
decor ideas on the Web than paint 
colors at Sherwin-Williams. Sites 
like Apartmentherapy.com and 
Designspongeonline.com serve as 
meeting spots for those in search 
of DIY hints or peeks at how oth- 
ers feather their nests. 

Aaron Able, managing editor 
of Apartment Therapy, thinks the 
nesting blog boom stems from, “a 
generation that learned to go to the 


the price of an IKEA dresser, such 
e -decorators do everything from 
weigh in on whether Dad’s chair 
goes with a striped rug to suggest 
paint hues for your den. 

“Many things — furniture, fab- 
ric, vintage pieces — are online 
now.

Still, eyeballing photos of an 
industrial loft or watching a video 
on furniture-refinishing may not 
be enough to turn everyone into Ty 
Pennington. That’s why many home 
bloggers, who range from Web-sav- 
vy interior designers to style-sav- 
vy amateurs, have launched vir- 
tual design services. For less than

To start, most virtual design- 
ers ask clients what they envision. 
Clients e-mail designers photos 
or video tours of their space, floor 
plans and links to rooms they like.

A Haunting Farewell 


Heath Ledger takes 
his final bow in the 
morbid but fitting 
Tmaginarium’ 


Film Review 

The first glimpse filmgoers get of 
Heath Ledger in “The Imaginar- 
ium of Doctor Parnassus” is an 
unfortunate one. The actor, who 
died two years ago, hangs from 
Blackfriars Bridge, his seeming- 
ly lifeless body swaying in the icy 
London breeze. 

Ledger’s character, an appar- 
ent suicide, is found by a band of 
traveling carneys whose leader, 
the titular Dr. Parnassus (Chris- 
topher Plummer) remarks upon 
seeing him, “He’s dead. Leave 
him.” They don’t, and their efforts 
to revive the attractive stranger 
even lead to a bit of classic phys- 
ical comedy when Ledger’s char- 
acter is revived by one of Parnas- 
sus’ itinerant players. 

This by turns macabre, funny 
and eerie entrance turns out to 
be altogether fitting for Ledger, 
who like the character he plays 
is momentarily brought back to 
life in “The Imaginarium of Doc- 
tor Parnassus.” As the film Led- 
ger was making before he died, 
“The Imaginarium of Doctor Par- 
nassus” has taken on the morbid 
fetishism of Holljrwood legend and 
lore, akin to what “Giant” was to 
James Dean, or “The Misfits” to 
Marilyn Monroe. 

When Ledger’s character, Tony, 
finds himself behind the metaphysi- 
cal looking glass, what Gilliam might 
have intended as a simple escapist 
fairy tale resonates in unexpect- 
ed, deeper ways. These were the 
sequences that Ledger hadn’t filmed 
before he died, a problem Gilliam 
ingeniously solved by enlisting other

he invites her into her own gondo- 
la, he tells her, “Nothing is perma- 
nent.

Bridges Makes Beautiful Music 


The acting vet leads 
‘Crazy Heart’ with 
subtlety and strength 


Film Review 

You don’t have to be a fan of Way- 
Ion Jennings, Kris Kristofferson, 
Merle Haggard, Townes Van Zandt, 
Doug Sahm and sundry other Tex- 
ans and twangers to love “Crazy 
Heart.” But it sure can’t hurt. 

All those musicians are invoked 
by Jeff Bridges in this lovely, bitter- 
sweet romantic drama, in which he 
virtually channels country music’s 
most storied outlaws, rule-bend- 
ers and heartbreakers. Bridges 
plays Bad Blake, a grizzled singer- 
songwriter now performing on the 
Southwestern bowling alley circuit. 
Watching Bad on his way down 
makes for a pitiful sight, especially 
when he shows up drunk for a gig, 
and momentarily leaves the stage 
to throw up in a garbage can.

performance from Bridges that 
stands as a quiet triumph with- 
in one of Hollywood’s most 
durable and consistent careers, 
while making subtle nods to 
the actor’s best-loved charac- 
ters. (“The Big Lebowski’s” Dude 
is somewhere behind Bad’s opaque 
aviator shades, even if the singer’s 
beverage of choice is whiskey rath- 
er than White Russians.) 

But the virtues of “Crazy Heart” 
only begin with Bridges: Music 
fans will rejoice at the movie’s 
songs (mostly written by T-Bone 
Burnett and the late Stephen Bru- 
ton); Robert Duvall fans will cheer 
yet another quiet, nuanced sup- 
porting performance from a great 
actor who knows his way around a 
Billy Joe Shaver song; and movie 
fans will appreciate Cooper’s ease 
with everything from big con- 
certs to intimate domestic scenes. 
Go see “Crazy Heart.” It might be 
the sanest thing you do this year.
